ROBBED OF HIS ALL.

D. E. FLACK HELD UP IN SAN PEDRO 
TUESDAY NIGHT. 


Went Down With Eight Hundred Del- 
lars to Buy Real Estate, and High- 
wayman Got it All—Citizens After 
the Police. 


SAN PEDRO, July 1—One of the 
boldest and most successful hold-up 
ever committeed in this city took place 
on Front street last evening about % 
o'clock, near the city water tank, and 
in the very center of town. The vic- 
tim was D. E. Flack, an elderly man, 
who came here during the afternoon 
from Los Angeles with the intention 
of purchasing real estate. He had $800 
on his person, and had just started for 
his lodging-house on upper Front street 
when a man stopped him at the point 
of a revolver and demanded that he 
surrender his pocket-book. k 
gave up his money, but did so w h 
a sigh of deep regret, as it repre- 
sented years of hard toil and was all 
he had in the world. When the thief 
left him. Flack rushed through the, 
streets and sounded the alarm at the 
top of his voice, but it was fully fif- 
teen minutes before an Officer could be 
found. The robber had plenty of time 
to e his escape, of course. 

STRIKE FOR LUNCH. 

A peculiar instance of how San Pe- 
dro unionists “do' things” was shown 
here yesterday, when the union long- 
cha the cargo o steam 
Sepeee which is docked at the E. K. 
Wood Lumber Company's wharf, re- 
fused to work unless Capt. Hansen of 
that vessel would permit his steward 
to serve them with lunch and coffee.
